1958. 

Played in 212 League games for the Owls, scoring 54 goals—two of them in that 
memorable match vy. Tottenham Hotspur on the night of 13th April, 1964... 
remember ? 

Derek played in upwards of another 40 First Team matches, F.A. Cup Ties, Friend- 
lies, Tour matches, etc. and scored in quite a few of them ... what about his 
‘brace’ against Sheffield United at Bramall Lane in the Sixth Round match on 
[2th March, 1960, a win leading to our 12th appearance in an F.A. Cup Semi-
